Actions by the Council 

Motions wers made, seconded, anc carried: 1) to increase the number of pages to 
4OO in BACTERIOLOGICAL REVIEWS and retain the present number of 1600 pages in the 
JOURNAL OF BACTERIOLOGY (this has since received the approval of our publishers); 2) 
to continue the present guarantee to BIOLOGICAL ABSTRACTS for one year (In this 
agreement the Society of American Bacteriologists guarantees a subscription income to 
Section C of BIOLOGICAL ABSTRACTS of an amount equal to a figure represented by the 
product of $4.00 tines 30 per cent of the total paid-up Active Membership, and appro- 
priates $750.00 for cditorial expense.); 3) to authorize the Secretary-Treasurer to 
use the back volumes of BIOLOGICAL ABSTRACTS, presonted us by our publishers, as he 
secs fit (it has since been decided to sell these to new subscribers to Section C of 
BIOLOGICAL ABSTRACTS for $2.00); 4) to again institute a Monograph Series; 5‘ to 
adopt the following rules governing Sustaining Membership, accept Joseph E. Seagram 
and Sons, Incorporated, as a Sustaining Member, and form a committve to pass on ad- 
ditioial Sustaining Memberships: 


1. The quelification for a Sustaining Member of the Society of American 
Bacteriologists shall be defined as, "a business concern in good standing 
that has menifested a scientific interest in bacteriology, and eithor 
utilizes microbiologic processes and tests in manufacture, or manufactures 
equipment or supplics used by bacteriologists".

2. The Sustaining Member shall be extended the rights of an active member 
with respect to (a) receiving the Journal, the Reviews, and other Society 
literature without cost beyond that of Sustaining Membership, (b) installing 
a scientific exhibit at the annual meetings of the Society, but (c) without 
the right to vote. (This refers to the firm concerned, and not to any mem= 
ber of the staff of that firm who is in good standing as an active member 
of the Society.) 

3. The Sustaining Member shall have the privilege of (a) being given a 
certificate of Sustaining Membership, (b) having a distinctive mark on its 
advertising in official Society publications, and (¢) having its name on a 
published list of Sustaining Members. 

4. Any member of the staff of a firm holding a Sustaining Membership shall 
be allowed to attend the scientific meetings of the Society, without the 
right to vote or to participate by presenting a paper or discussion in a 
scientific program, unless he is a bacteriologist or an active member of 
the Socicty, when the paper is to be considered a scientific contribution 
of the individual, subject to the usual control by the Program Committee, 
and to appear on the program with tho name of the firm concerned. 

5e The Sustaining Member shall not be permitted (a) to use the membership 
or name of the Socicty in advertising matter intended for the general pube- 
lic, and (b) to disponse samples of food, beverages, or tobacco at the 
Society's annual mectings. 

6. There shall be appointed a permanent committee to (a) investigate 
applicants for Sustaining Membership, (b) report its findings and recom- 
mendations in this connection to the Council, final action to be taken by 
Council, and (c) act on all matters referred to it, pertaining to Sustain- 
ing Members. 


6) to offer the Nows Letter for twenty-five cents to associate members through their 
Local Branches; 7) to givo to any momber requesting it a Certificate of Membership; 
8) to form a permanent committee on teaching; 9) to approve the changes made in the 
Constitution in order to rcorganize the Socicty into Divisions and Sections rather 
than Sections alone as is now true; 10) to raise the age limit to thirty-five of the 
Eli Lilly Award in Bacteriology and Immunology, cxtend the award for three years, anc 
favor the younger man when a choice is necessary; 11) to continue the present Com- 
mittee that is considering the relationship of the Socicty of Amcrican Bactcriolo- 
gists to the Inter-American Socisty of Microbiology, and also, the Certification 
Committec; 12) to appoint Dr. Martin Frobisher, Jr.e, Program Committee Chairman for 
1941; 13) to hold the next meeting on December 29, 30, and 31, 1941, in Baltimore, 
Marylend, and the 1942 meeting in Columbus, Ohio; 14) to thank Dr. Mario Mollari for 
his work with the American Type Culture Collection; 15) to have the Sceretary=- 
Treasurer check the matter of bonds and discuss with Drs. 0. T. Avory and S. A. 
Waksman the desirability of solling; 16) to approve the budget for next year, (this 
is included in the report of the Secrotary-Treasurer). 


Reports at the Businoss Meoting 


Sccrctary-Treasurcrs’ 

"During the past ycar five issues of the News Letter have been sent to cach of 
youe These have carricd most of tho ‘spot' news of the Socicty and this report will 
deal only with the itoms of membership and finances. Detailed tables are available 
for considcration by any members. 


"Although a continuing inercass in momborship and a continuing sound financial 
structure are in themselves no proof of the worth of the Society, they do prosent 
evidence that the members believe in the Society to the extent of recommending mem=- 
bership to their friends and that the council and officers of the Socicty have ox- 
ercised sound judgment in their manegement of the Socicty finances. 
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"Memberships The Society is steadily growing in size. There were 1266 active 
paid-up members in 1940 as contrasted with 1186 last year, an increase of 80 members. 
This year 153 new members were accepted and in the previous year 110. In addition, 
36 new members for the year 1941 have also been accepted. 


"The constitution provides that active members shall be retained on the rolls 
for two years following the last payment of dues, (of course, such members do not 
receive the JOURNAL OF BACTERIOLOGY or BACTERIOLOGICAL REVIEWS). There were 137 
such members this year, thus, the grand total of active members for this year is 
1439. The corresponding figure last year was 1324. 


"There are 3 honorary members, 28 sustaining members, 15 corresponding members, 
and 14 retired members. This gives a grand total of 1500 members. The over-all 
increase in membership this year is 124. 


"Finances: The budget for the current year (1940) provided for expenditures of 
$3470.00 to cover the ordinary expenditures for the Society. Actually there was ex- 
pended on these items $3489.30, an increase of $19.30 over the anticipated expendi- 
tures. 


"The agreement made by the Socicty of Amcrican Bacteriologists with BIOLOGICAL 
ABSTRACTS for the current year provided for a direct grant of $750.00 to cover part 
of the editorial expense connected with Section C and a guarantce of subscription 
income to BIOLOGICAL ABSTRACTS equal to thirty per cent of the paid-up active member- 
ships of the Socicty multiplied by the $4.00 subscription rate for Section C. 


"During the year the officers of the Third International Congress for 
Microbiology returned to the Socicty the $2500.00 which had been advanced by the 
Socicty of American Bactcriologists for tho organization and conduct of the Congress. 
The officers of the Third International Congress of Microbiology report that the 
affairs of the Congress have not been closed as yet and that there will be an addi- 
tional small payment to the Society when the affairs of the Congress are finally « 
closed. In addition, the officers of the Congress last year turned over to the 
Society the remaining Thcobald Smith medallions and the Socicty has received $14.00 
from the sale of these at $2.00 cach. A few are still available. Certainly the 
thenks of all microbiologists are cxtended to the officers of the Congress for their 
successful conduct of the Congress undcr very trying circumstances. 


"All copies of the LEEUWENHOEK LETTER have been sold. Although an exact stete- 
ment is not now availablo, the surplus in this account will amount to about $175.%%. 
The present surplus in the ALICE IN VIRUSLAND account is about $125.00 and there are 
some 200 copies still available for sale. 


"The Socicty of American Bacteriologists treasury shows a net surplus of 
$2449.76 for the years However, if the extraordinary item of $2500.00 received from 
the Third International Congress for Microbiology were deducted there weuid be a net 
deficit of $50.24. The net worth of the Society is $31,378.29. Tho Secicty owns 
United States Troasurer Bonds of $23,000.00 par value, United States Sevings Bonds 
with a cash value of $2445.00, a savings account of $1941.24, and a checking account 
of $4723.55. The estimated licuidation value is some *°:090.90 in -xcese f the net 
worth. This increase is largely accounted for by the our 
Trensury Bonds now have c cash veiue of ovor $3300.00 in excess of thoir onr valuce 


"Tho democratic control of the Society with its Councilors fron the Local 
Branches, offers the members a chance to control the destiny of tr* orscnization. 
It can grow and give incrensed scrvice to the members and to the science of bactere- 
iology only to the extent that each member contributes. Your officers and council- 
ors and committees have given splundid servicc. A continuation of this spirit wiil 
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insure a continuing growth to the spirit and body of the Society of American 
Bacteriologists."--I. L. Baldwin 


Journal of Bacteriology: 

"The report of material handled by the Journal from its foundation to date is 
appended in Table 1 (below), in the form of averages for each major period in the 
growth of the Journal. 


"You will note that during 1940 the Williams and Wilkins Company have very 
graciously allotted us 300 extra pages to enable us to keep pace with the material 
presented. Even this, as you will note, has only just kept up with the situation. 
We really need the 1600 pages, but I do not know whether it will be possible to ar- 
range for this beyond the present year. 


"Our editorial board has been more fully organized this year, with Dr. L. D. 
Fothergill in charge of medical papers, Dr. E. Gs. Hastings dealing with papers in the 
agricultural and industrial field, Dr. A. T. Henrici with variation, taxonomy and 
other general biological topics, Dr. Stuart Mudd with papers involving physical 
chemistry, and Dr. J. H. Mueller, papers involving organic chemistry. I want to ex- 
press my very deep appreciation of the splendid service rendered by these five 
associate editors and also by the large and interested group of advisory editors. 


"It will be noted from the accompanying table that we have increased the space 
devotcd to medical problems and have increased to an even greater extent papers in 
the industrial and agricultural field, which is, I think, an cncouraging sign."=--

Bacteriological Reviews: 
"I have the honor to submit herewith the fourth annual report of BACTERIOLOGICAL 
REVIEWS. 


"1. The following tabulation gives a statistical survey of our operations,

"2. The change this year from semi-annual to quarterly publication is of dis- 
tinct value in that it permits prompter publication and more economical distribution. 

"3. There has been some delay in publication during the year. This has been 
due to failure of authors to submit their papers on time, and is to some extent in- 
herent in the problems of creative writing. As time goes on, with a back log of 
papers in our files, such delays may be expected to disappear. 

"4, Sufficient papers have been promised to carry us well into 1942. We have 
under discussion the possibility of publishing an occasional short monograph in 
BACTERIOLOGICAL REVIEWS. 

"5S, BACTERIOLOGICAL REVIEWS is allowed a maximum of 275 pages per year. It 
would be desirable to give the editor more leeway be increasing the allowance to 
about 350 pages. 

"6. I owc a great debt of thanks for tho unselfish labors of the Associate 
Editors, Dr. W. C. Frazier and Dr. N. Paul Hudson; and to our many referees who must 
necessarily remain anonymous. It is a pleasure to announce the enlargement of our 
Board of Associate Editors to include Dr. George P. Berry, Dr. Carl S. Pederson, and 
Dr. James M. Sherman. Acknowledgment is also due to our Authors whose sweet reason- 
ableness has enabled the Editor to carry on with a minimum of difficulty. 

"7. Editorial Expenses. We will have spent about #135.00 for the production of 
the 1940 volume of BACTERIOLOGICAL REVIEWS, which is within the budgetary allotment 
of $150.00. The balance will be returned to the treasury when the accounts are 
balanced at the year end. I suggest that $150.00 be allotted for the editorial work 
of BACTERIOLOGICAL REVIEWS in 1941.--Barnett Cohen 


Biological Abstracts, Section Cs 

"In 1940 the $750 appropriated by the Society of Amcrican Bacteriologists for 
the clerical work of the editorial abstracting committee was expended in the same 
manner es was the $500 appropriated in 1939, to facilitate the organization, pro- 
curement, and editing of the abstracts that go into Section C--Abstracts of 


Microbiology, Immunology, and Parrzsitology. By agreement with Dr. Flynn, Editor~in- 
Chief of Biological Abstracts, the following functions were carried on: 


"(1)- An upeto-tho-minute visible file was maintained of all know journals con- 
taining any appreciable numbcr of papers in microbiology. This file was set up in 
1939 and exhibited at the Biological Abstracts’ room during the International 
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Congress at New York. 


"It has been maintained currently up to date so that the Chairman, or indeed 
any momber of the Society, on dropping into the central office of the Abstracts will 
have at a glance full information showing how completely and how promptly the several 
journals are being covered in Abstracts of Microbiology (Section C of Biological 
Abstracts). 

"(2) To take care of the clerical work involved in keeping this file up to date, 
together with correspondence and other necessary secretarial work, Miss Helen Rehill, 
a capable stenographer and typist, is available. She is employed in the Biological 
Abstracts’ office and her services are at the disposal of the Society of American 
Bacteriologists' Committee. It is generally understood that Miss Rehill shall be 
available for dictation, record keeping, and speeding the abstracts through the 
editorial office, whenever needed by the Committee, to the extent of three-fourths of 
her time. -During the rest of the time she is to be kept fully employed on other 
affairs of Biological Abstracts. However, the work involving Abstracts of Microbiol= 
ogy will always have precedence. 


"Due to causes wholly beyond our control, receipt and abstracting of many for- 
eign periodicals has beon uncertain and irregular. Reports from many collaborators 
indicate that important Furopean publications are not being received in the sub- 
scribing libraries of the United States. In the case of the:ZEITSCERIFT fur HYGIENE 
und INFEKTIONSKRANKHEITEN, no issue bearing the date 1940 had been abstracted, and 
apparently none had boen received, at the date of this report. In the case of the 
ZENTRALBLATT fur BAKTERIOLOGIE, ABTEILUNG I, the latest issue recorded is volume 145, 
issuc 1, 1939, which was donc in January 1940. A note from the abstractor on June 
10, 1940 states no issuc has come for some months."--A. P. Hitchens 


Committee on Bacteriological Technic: 

"The committoe has followed its usual program thruout the year of revising 
periodically the leaflets of thc Manual of Methods for Pure Culture Study of Bacteria. 
Those rcvised during 1940 have been as follows: Leaflet VI (Further Biochemical 
Methods); Leaflet VII (The Study of Pathogenic Acrobes); Leaflet VIII (Serological 
Mothods). Also a revised index and table of contents have been used. 


"The incrcescd domand for the Manual still continucs. The total number of 
copies sold during 1939 was 603, while 643 have been sold during tho first ten months 
of 1940. Tho total receipts for 1939 wore $828.50. During the ten months ending 
November 1 this year, the receipts have amounted to $814.00, which is $50.00 higher 
than for the same pcriod last year. The increased volume of sales also means an in- 
crease in the number of subscriptions to Purc Culture Study of Bactoria, the con- 
tinuation scorvice for the Manual; but es most of the incrense in sales represents 
copies ordered for student use, the incrcasc in the list of subscribers is not as 
grect cs that in copics of the manual sold. 


“Recently a now problom has been presented to the Committee. For certain 
critical procedures, European filtcr papers have becon specified which are no longer 
available in this country. The problom is now under investigation."--H. J. Conn

"It will be noticed that the largest number of vacancies have been in the field 
of bacteriology. However, in the correspondence have been several inquiries rela= 
tive to candidates who have training in the field of viruses. It would seem that in 
the near future the demand for applicants qualified to isolate and grow viruses will 
be important. 


"To fill the above vacancies the applications of 231 candidates have been pre- 
sented. The results are that 6 of these vacancies have been filled by persons other 
than members of this agency, 9 are still pending, in 4 positions the list of appli- 
cants was returned statinz that none of them seemed qualified for the particular 
vacancy, 1 teaching position was filled from the applicants on file with this bureau.

Local Branci:cs: 

"There are at present 18 Local Branches of the Socicty of American 
Bactcriologistse One of these is a new branch organized during the past year. In 
two now regions, attempts arc being made to organize local societics, and it is hoped 
that these can be started during the coming ycar.e The total membership, including 
associate members, is about 2,616. 


"The local societicos average more than threo meetings a year, the total number 
of meetings held by all branches boing 57 during the past year. Most of the local 
branchcs hold two meetings a year, but there are some that hold more, from three to 
seven ench yoer. In several instenecs joint meoctings were hold in which two or 
more local branches participated. 


"It is apparent thet the Local Branches scrve a very usoful purpose, Their 
programs have been intcrcesting and diversified. These mectings serve to dissominate 
information and foster acquaintanceships that would not be possible if activities 
were confined to the national meetings."--H. 0. Halvorson 
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Archives Committee: 

"IT have the honor to submit herewith the sixth annual report of the Archives 
Committee. 

"(a) Collection of Records. During the past year we have brought up to date 
our collection of photographs of the presidents of the Society. For valuable con- 
tributions to our records we are indebted to Dr. S. Bayne-Jones, Dre Se He Gage, 

Dr. A. R. Ward, Dre Le Re Tehon, and Dr. Amand Ravold. 

"(b) History of the Society. The work of our various collaborators is 
progressing and several of the projects may be completed in 1941. The development 
of the Round Table on the History of Bacteriology as a regular feature of the Annual 
Program is proving of the utmost value in many wayse The one at New Haven, last 
year, was highly successful; the one this year at St. Louis, if possible, even more 
sO- We owe a great debt to the local organizers and especially to Dr. Amand Ravold 
for the stimulating program that was presented. 

"(c) Finances. We have been able to operate well within our budgetary allow- 
ance. The balance will be returned to the Troasury after the accounts have been _ 
settled for the year. It is respectfully suggested that the sum of $25.00 be budget- 
ed for the continuation of our work during 1941."--Barnett Cohen 


American Type Culture Collection: 

"In the past year the collection has distributed 3622 cultures, a gain of 165 
over 1939. One hundred and seventy-cight new cultures have been added to the collec- 
tion, and a beginning has been made on the much needed checking of the cultures for 
purity and authenticity. Impure and incorrectly labeled cultures will be climinaged 
and replaced by authentic cultures as rapidly as the routine work will permite 


"At the beginning of the year there was a balance of $1999, and the total re- 
ceipts for the year were $8423, of which $7689 was from the sale of cultures. 


"The disbursements were $7964, leaving a balance of $2457, which is a gain of 
$458 for the year. In addition, the inventory has been increased by the purchase of 
an incubator costing $625. 


"An cffort has been made to get in touch with the European culture collections 
to offer the facilities of our laboratories in salvaging cultures which might be 
lost through the effect of war conditions. No reply has been received from the two 
collections in Holland, but the English collection has been moved to a place of 
safety and is functioning as usual."--L. A. Rogers

the Local Committee and, also, to the members of the Program Committee. Dr. Martin 
Frobisher, Jr. was introduced as the new Chairman, and Dr. Berry asked the members 
to help him and cooperate with him.

"The following Committec appointed by the President has examined the books of 
tho Sccretary-Treasurer of the Society of American Bacteriologists, and within tho 
limits of time allowed for such an examination find that all the records seem cor- 
rect and in proper order."--L. De Bushnell, Chairman; W. A. Starin; and S. A. Koser 


Third International Congress for Microbiology: 
"I havo the honor to submit hercwith the financial report of the Third 
Internetional Congress for Microbiology for the last fiscal year. 


"It had been hoped that it might be possible to terminate tho financial affairs 


of this organization before this datc. Due to the war it now seems somewhat out of 
the question without placing an undue burden upon the Treasurer of the paront society 
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It has so far been impossible to collect certain money due from European countries. 
We still have on hand about 75 copies of the Proceedings and, although the sale is 
not great, there is some demand. We will set aside certain copies to replace any 
which may have been destroyed in Great Britain. 


"Also, due to the war, it seems unlikely that the next Congress can be held in 
Denmark. Since the Danes have not formed an organization it would seem that, if the 
Congress idea is to be kept alive, a new lecation must be selected. If this be the 
casé a small amount of the present funds may be required for the preliminary organ- 
ization.

BOOK REVIEWS 


VETERINARY BACTERIOLOGY. I. A. Merchant. The Iowa State College Press, Ames, Iowa 
(1940) 623 pages. $7200 

“Veterinary Bacteriology" was written primarily to serve as a text book for 
students of veterinary medicine. The material is organized in the manner traditional 
for books on medical bacteriology: in Part One are discussed briefly the history of 
bacteriology, the morphology and physiology of bacteria, molds, and yeasts, and the 
technical methods of dealing with these microorganisms; in Part Two are considered 
the mechanisms of the production of infectious diseases, and immunity to them; and in 
Parts Three and Four are given in detail the facts concerning the bacteria, higher 
bacteria, and fungi which produce diseases in man and domestic animals, and concern- 
ing the diseases produced by them, as well as the diseases produced by the Ricksettia 
bodies and filterable viruses. 


"The matcrial given in the third section on the pathogenic genera is exception- 
ally well organized into a bricf summary of the characteristics of the genus, short 
descriptions of the less important species and the diseases they produce, and 
detailed descriptions of the more important species and the diseases they produce 
under the following headings: “Synonyms and History", “Distribution and Transmis- 
sion", "Morphology and Staining", "Growth Requirements and Characteristics", 
"Resistance", “Biochemical Properties", "Antigenic Structure and Toxins", "Pathogen- 
icity", "Immunity", and "Diagnosis". The information includes the most recent 
findings; controversial subjects aro treatod in a logical manner; and the recerences 
given for further study are well chosen. As to whether some of the material should 
have boen included scems to us debatable. Many of the details on the history of the 
taxonomy and classification of the microorganisms and on the biochemical properties 
would scem to confuse rather than clarify bacteriology for the veterinary student. 
Some of the statements sound too dogmatic, since they would not be the concensus of 
research workers; for example, that human tubercle bacilli can be differentiated from 
bovine tubercle bacilli by cultural charactcristics. 


"The first section on goncral bacteriology is somewhat disappointing, especiall: 
in the light of the modern viewpoint of the rest of the book. Instances are the 
statements that little is known concerning the nature of bios and that bacterial 
sporcs contain only about twenty per cent of water. Such facts as the latter two are 
probably of littlo practical importance to the veterinary student and so could have 
been omittec, while the aspects more important to the student such as selection of 
suitable culture media for special purposes and the facts known concerning the com= 
pareativa resistance of spores of bacterin, yensts, nnd molds stressed."-=

BACTERIOLOGY IN NEUROPSYCHIATRY. Nicholas Kopeloff. Charles C. Thomas, Springfield, 
Illinois (1941) 316 pages. $4.50 

"In prosonting the role of infectious agents in disorders of the nervous system, 
the range goes from well-defined specific infections to those in which facts are 
largely lacking and any opinion is highly speculative. In the brief clinical des- 
criptions of diseases socondarily showing nervous manifestiations the omphasis on the 
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nervous system can give a distorted picture unless the purpose of the book is kept 
clearly in mind. 


"Since much of the material is controversial, it would be too much to expect 
universal agreement on the relative importance of studies, or on opinions expressed. 
This was recognized by the author, as pointed out in his introduction. 


"Much material that otherwise might escape consideration is presented in a con- 
venient form. Attention might particularly be called to the section on immunology 
of the central nervous system. 

"The book is well gotten up, and the bibliography is sufficiently extensive to 
provide ready references for those who wish to go into more detail in source 
material."=--Ralph S. Muckenfuss 


THE BIOCHEMISTRY OF SYMBIOTIC NITROGEN FIXATION. P. W. Wilson. University of 
Wisconsin Press, Madison, Wisconsin (1940) 302 pages. $3.50 

"A broad approach through the sconomic and historic aspects of nitrogen in 
agriculture leads to the subject of biochemistry in the fourth chapter. The main 
considerations of the book deal with the activities and relationships of the nodule 
bactcria and their hosts in the process of fixing atmospheric nitrogen, but some 
space is devoted to the same function in Azotobacter. Some of the topics discussed 
ares the nutrition, metabolism, and respiration of Rhizobia; the bacterio-plant 
relationship in logumes and factors which influence this association; the fixation 
of atmospheric nitrogen; the controversial question of nitrogen excretion by nodules; 
_the unsolved problem of the mechanism of nitrogen fixation by bacteria and hypotheses 
concerning it; and practical applications of symbiotic baoteria in agriculture. A 
comprehensive list of references is given. This informative and stimulative book is 
a welcome contribution to the literature of soil microbiology’t--Lewis T. Leonard

Dr. Louis d. Gillespie 
1886 1941 


Dr. Louis J. Gillespic, widcly knowm for his contributions to the ficlds of 
bacteriology, biochemistry, and the chemistry of soils, died January 24 at the age 


of 


He was graduated from Browm University with a Ph. B. degrce, and threo years 
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later received a Phe D. degree from there. While working toward his Ph. D. degree 
he also served as assistant instructor of Physics at Brown University and instructor 
in chemistry at the Rhode Island School of Designe During the next two years he was 
a fellow at the Rogkefeller Institute for Medical Research and served ag bacteriol- 
ogist for the Board of Health, New Yorke Then, from 1913-15 he served as scientist 
at the Bureau of Soils of the United States Department of Agriculture; from 1915-19 
he was a biochemist at the Bureau of Plant Industry; from 1919-20 he was Professor 
of Physical Chemistry at Syracuse University; from 1920-26 he was Assistant 
Professor of Physical Chemistry at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
Associate Professor from 1926-31, and Professor from then until his death. 


Dr. Gillespie was the author of "Physical Chemistry", and had done considerable 
other writing. Fe had been a member of the Society of American Bacteriologicts when 
he was in the field, and at the time of his death he was a member of many profes- 
sional societies, among these was the American Association for the Advancement of 
Science and the American Chemical Society. 


We deeply regret his death.

This publication is not devoted exclusively to invited 
paperse Our objective is the publication of concisc, critical summaries on special 
topics, and of surveys of the present status of problems in the diverse fields of 
bactcriology. Such mature, authoritative discussions are intended as stimulants to 
further rescarch and as channels for an orderly progress of the science. Mere com- 
pilations or annotated bibliographies are not acceptable. The review to be sub- 
mitted should be written with these general objectives in viow. A rational, balanced 
development of a topic, rather than the ordinary chronological treatment, is to be 
preferred. Old history may well be covered by simple reference to earlier reviews. 


"Since it is the function of the reviewer to exercise judicious selection of the 
observetions and deta for ciscussion, he is relieved of any necossity for including 
everything that has bcen published on his particular topic. In general, tables and 
illustrations should be used sparingiy, anc then only if they display new arrango- 
merts of data. The cxtensive presentation of new experimental material belongs 
properly to the domain of the appropriate experimental journal. While the illumin- 
ating, apt quotation is never unwelcome, extensive use of quotations should, if 
possible, be avoided owing to restrictions of copyright and space. 


"The acceptability of a review cannot, of course, be finally decided until the 
finished product is cxamined. An author may avoid much needlcss labor by adhering 
to the gencral rules indicatcd, and by submitting a topical outline in advance, for

Te No title should be submitted unless 
at loast one of the authors is a member 
of the Society, except that the chairman 
of the Program Committee may place on the 
program a title by a non-member when such 
paper has been requested by special in- 
vitation. Normally, only a single paper 
is to be presented.

ll. Anomber of the Society who has paid 
his annual dues shall receive the JOURNAL 
OF BACTERIOLOGY ond BACTERIOLOGICAL 
REVIEWS as a part of his membership 
privileges. Corresponding members shall 
recoive the publications of the Society 
at the rates accorded to active members. 
Honorary members shall receive the pub= 
lications of the Society without charge.
